Inst,  issued  Iroin  the  adjutant  and  ' >>  [lec- 
tor gcncr.ars  office,  jinduhits  all  nf  icers 
not  employ eil  on  -.he  recruiting  se~vicc; 
to  assume  any  command  over  retiuiting 
officers,"  except  in  case  of  arrest  for  vio- 
lation of  t.iity.'*  This  order  has  been 
rendered  indispensiblc  by  ibe  instances  of 
recriitiing  officers  having  been  removed 
from  lluir  proper  stations  by  officers 
without  the  authority  ol  the  tk-|)artmcn 
of 'var.  Should  any  superior  officer,  iict 
Iiaving  special  direction  from  the  depart, 
m ;nt  of  war,  order  yourself  and  subordfb. 
ate  olficers,  or  any  or  ciilier  of  yon,  to 
execute  duties  separate  from  ihosi-  of  ther 
recruiting  service,  and  entirely  irrelaiivo 
to  **  cases  of  arrest  for  violation  of  duly 
in  conformity  with  the  eslabltshcd  rules 
j of  military  jireceder.re,  you  tvill  piompt- 
ly  obey  the  o der  lo  the  best  of  your  a- 
bility  ; but  at  i he  same  time,  and  wi'  h the 
least  possible  delay,  yon  will  report  the 
same  to  ibis  office, accoinpai;y:'>  ' the  re- 
port with  a copy  of  the  ord,*-  th  i the 
department  may  enquire  iii’o  ' c uses 
of  such  infraction  of  the  general  order  of 
the  19ih  inst.

adjutant  and  inspector  general,  and  after- 
wards, and  until  the  officers  rejoin  their 
regimctits  or  corps,  will  make  all  their 
comnuinications  as  heretofore  provided 
for,  and  when  their  terms  ol  reci  uiiing 
service  shall  expire  tliey  will  be  directed 
Py  the  superintendant  to  report  tlicm- 
sclves  to  the  adjutant  and  inspector  gen- 
eral for  orders. 

Each  rcciuiting  party  will  be  provi- 
(Icd  with  a flag  or  color  cmhlernatic  of 
the  arm  of  its  pro'ver  regiment  or  corps, 
to  be  preserved  for  the  recruiting  service 
-onl'. , and  to  be  delivered  ovf-r  to  the  ofli- 
cet  who  shall  succeed  in  the  charge  of 
the  rendezvous.  Such  flags  and  colors 
will  he  prej  ared  with  all  possible  dis- 
patch, and  recruiting  olficers  will  hand  in 
to  the  proper  department  requisitions  for 
the  same. 

The  proper  routine  of  field  duty,  as  far 
as  it  is  compatible  with  the  recruiting 
service,  will  be  oliserved  at  all  rendezvous. 
The  recruiis  will  parad.  at  reveillec,  the 
rolls  be  called,  and  all  regular  beats  of 
the  drum  and  calls  of  tlic  trumpet  and 
bugle  be  observed,  and  at  tattoo  the  re- 
cruits will  retire  to  their  quarters  for  the 
night ; and  no  recruiting  party  will  pa- 
rade through  the  streets  of  any  city,  town, 
or  village  after  retreat  beating. 

Officers  will  attend  to  the  manner  in 
which  recruits  prepare  their  food — their 
rations  will  be  made  into  soup  at  least 
twice  in  the  week — they  will  be  divided 
into  messes,  and  at  each  rendezvous,  hos- 
pital and  depot,  a non-commissioned  offi- 
ce or  trusty  piivate  will  be  chosen  tol 
market  for  the  messes,  who  will  under  j 
the  direction  of  an  officer,  receive  money ; 
from  the  recruits  lor  the  purchase  ofi 
vegetables  and  groceries.  | 

The  superintending  field  officer  may  I 
at  any  time  convene  regimental  or  de- 1 
tachment  courts  martial,  but  drum-head  j 
courts  martial  will  not  be  permitted.  ■ 
And  should  a superintending  field  officer 
at  any  time  not  have  the  proper  number 
of  subordinate  officers  to  form  such  courts 
martial,  he  will  make  application  to  some 
other  superimending  field  officer  for  as 
many  of  his  subordinate  officers  as  may 
be  required  to  constitute  the  court.] 
And  in  no  case  will  such  court  martial 
sentence  a recruit  to  corporal  pvinish- 
ment,  whether  by  s’ripes  or  blows,  chain 
and  ball,  irons  of  any  kind,  stocks,  riding 
the  wooden  horse,  running  the  gauntlet, 
improper  exposure  to  the  weather,  in  any 
fixed  position,  or  in  any  other  way  which 
may  injure  his  limbs.  And  in  place  of 
all  such  injurious  modes  of  punishment, 
that  of  solitary  confinement  will  be  adopt- 
ed after  the  following  manner  : At  each 
rendezvous,  depot,  and  hospital,  will  be 
provided  a cell  or  room  free  from  damp ; 
and  the  most  rigorous  sentence  of  a regi- 
mental or  detachment  court  martial  will 
extend  to  solitary  confinemeiu  in  the  cell 
or  room,  there  to  be  fed  on  bread  and  wa- 
ter, with  a deprivation  of  rations  of  meat 
and  liquor,  which  will  be  delivered  to  the 
medical  officer  attending  the  rendezvous, 
depot,  or  hospital,  lor  the  benefit  of  the 
hospital.  And  when  a recruit  shall  be 
so  confined  to  a cell  or  room,  a non-com- 
missioned officer  shall  visit  him  to  see 
that  he  keep  his  person  clean,  and  be  ser- 
ved vvith  bread  and  water  as  provided  by 
the  sentence  of  the  court.  And  when  a 
recruit  shall  evir.ee  to  the  satisfacl'on  of 
Ids  officer  evident  contrition  for  his  fault, 
the  officer  will  be  at  liberty  to  make  ap- 
pUr.ation  to  the  superintending  field  offi- 
. cr  for  an  entire  ri-nvission  of  the  sentence 
of  the  court,  and  the  siiporin'cndinj  field

Their  government  fixed  u » 
on  principles  mild,  equitable,  and  f.irtiearing, 
yet  possessing  energy  & dignitv — The  growth 
of  agriculture,  commerce,  and  domestic  man- 
ufactures, promised  present  abundance  and  fu- 
lure  wealth.  The  former,  victim  of  fanaticism, 
addres.sed  in  what  attitude,  and  with  what 
firm  of  supplication,  his  conscience  dictated, 
best  suited  to  tlie  attributes  of  the  God  be 
worshipped.  The  once  victim  of  a p dic.y, 
cruel  and  inhuman,  heard  the  clank  of  tlie 
de.spot'a  fetters,  but  in  liis  dreams.  It  was 
soon  discovered  that  society  could  exist  in  ils 
most  social  state,  without  threnesor  sceptres, 
dungeons  or  inquisitions.  The  hour  of  emanci 
Italion  had  arrived.  The  bright  arch  of  liberty 
was  the  horizon  of  the  wesiern  henusphere, 
and  the  space  which  it  spaii’d,  smoked  with 
the  Incense  of  a thousand  altars  dedicated  to 
religious  and  political  freedom.  The  sacred,

Hrolhero — Our  forefathers  in  this  state  of 
things  flourished  and  they  were  happy.  That 
was  their  crime  In  the  eye  of  enslaved  Eng- 
land, ihey  were  highly  criminal— because  they 
were  comparatively  tree  ; and  British  avarice 
viewed  them  as  objects  of  plunder,  because 
they  were  prosperous.

sions— parliamentary  decrees,  and  ministerial 
threats,  ’’'hey  called  upon  us  for  the  relin- 
quishment of  all  that  was  dear  and  sacred  — 
They  attempted  to  force  upon  us  all  that  was 
orlious,  injurious,  and  oppre.ssive.  " Parlia- 
ment declared  the  right  of  the  mother  coun- 
try to  bind  thecolonies  in  all  cases  whatever.” 
They  sought  by  violence  to  obtain  what  neith- 
er fraud  or  threats  could  procure 

Rut  the  omnipotence  of  parliament  and  the 
divine  rightof  kings,  were  m l.mger  terrific  to 
an  .American.  These  principles  were  articles 
of  British  faith,  long  since  stricken  from  his 
poliiical  code.  They  were  exotics — the  pro- 
ductions of  foi-eign  grinvlh,  and  under  Ihe  in- 
fluence of  an  American  sun,  sickened,  died,  8r 
desseminaterl  their  poi.sons  no  more.  Reason 
had  triumphed  over  prejudice  and  feudal  sub- 
jection wrfs  known  in  America,  only  through 
the  histories  of  those  rcnintries  where  igno- 
rance and  barbarism  liad  reared  and  establish-

sought  retribution  for  the  one  and  security 
from  tlte  oihe.-  Bo'.h  were  denied  ns  Still 
we  were  looked  upon  by  the  nations  of  the 
earth  as  a people  whom  commerce  had  eft’emi- 
nated  and  debased  ; as  a community  of  abject 
beings,  that  might  'je  tramp. ed  upon  witli  im- 
punity. To  have  sain  '•  I am  a Koma  i Gitizcn,” 
placed  him  wlio  uttered  it,  beyond  'he  1. mils  of 
oppressKM,  and  nade  the  lawless  tyr.inl  trem- 
ble  who  had  medita'ed  against  him  injury  or 
insult.  To  have  said  “ I am  an  -American  ci- 
tizen,” was  but  a passport  to  the  dungeon, 
and  called  down  Uj>  it  ihcheadof  the  deviled 
sufferer,  all  that  |«jwer  malignity  and  revenge, 
could  inflict.  The  impressment  and  murder 
of  our  seamen,  became  acts  so  often  repeated, 
as  toexcite  little  surpri-e— I had  almost  saiil 
little  emotion  The  ebulitions  of  untppeased 
rancour  and  systematic  outrage  called  for 
correction  and  chastisement  The  [leiiod  of 
vengeance  is  at  hand 

Great  Britain,  although  she  still  retains  her 
aseendency  on  the  oc  an,  the  phantom  of  her 
naval  invn.c  bility,  which  alarmed  the  whole 
maratime  and  commercial  world,  vanished, 
when  tested  by  the  brave  tars  of  Columbia. 
Although  her  constitution  was  once  robust  in 
its  proportions — capable  of  resisting  the  ru- 
dest shocks  ofiiicident  and  time,  from  the  ve- 
nal and  prostituted  c induct  of  those  who  ad- 
ministered it,  is  fast  sinking  to  the  grave 
which  entombed  a Greece,  a Carthage,  and  a 
Rome.  Although  it  should  seem  that  the  di- 
vine eradiations  of  Iriilh  had  Ling  since  chas 
cd  from  this  land  of  dilTii.sivc  science  the  mists 
of  prejudices  ; yet  even  here  there  are  some 
who  still  art'tct  to  believe  that  the  power  and 
grandeur  of  Engl.md  now  stand  upon  a basis 
solid  and  durable  as  ever  It  must  indeed 
be  granted  that  tlie  list  of  her  peerage  is  not 
diminished.  That  lords,  dukes,  stars,  ga'- 
ters  and  right  honorable  blockheails.  Tike 
F.gvptian  locusts,  swarm  over  the  land.  If  we 
approach  their  tyrant,  we  still  see  the  sceptre 
and  the  throne.  We  may  perhaps  behold  the 
toys  and  baubles  of  roy  alty  more  numeioiis  and 
dazzling  than  ever.  Rut  can  the  spleiidnr  of 
the  crown — can  the  blaze  of  diamond.s— “ or 
the  glare  of  royal  purple,  calm  the  aching  bo- 
som of  the  pea.sant,  relieve  his  wants,  or  heal 
his  festering  w unds?” 

If  we  look  into  the  stately  mansion.s  of  G 
Britain’s  ten  thous.and  despots,  we  see  their 
gouty  tenants  rioting  in  a senseless  and  wan 
ton  profusion,  which  induces  us  to  exclaim. 


sons  liitn  because  fie  has  more  to  gitC- 
They  extort  from  liis  bosom  the  groan  of  an- 
guish, because  he  nurmurs.  Worn  with  dis 
pair,  borne  downi  by  poverty  and  all  its  attend- 
ant train  of  ills,  the  manly  stamp  of  conscious 
worth  is  gone  forever  fr  m his  brow.  He 
l.ioks  with  an  eye  of  confidence  alone,  to  the 
last  resort  of  human  misery— to  Heaven.

On  Sunday  afternoon  arrived  here  the  pri- 
vateer brig  Harpy,  captain  Nichols,  of  Balti- 
more, from  a cruise  ot  85  days  on  the  coast  of 
Ireland,  in  the  British  Hhannel,  &c.  T 

From  one  of  the  iirizes  (the  Wm  St  Alfred) 
Capl.  Nichols  I btaim  d Liiiidon  papers  to  the 
aailiofNov  wiih  which  he  has  very  obligingly 
tavored  us,  and  from  which  we  have  made  a. 
number  of  selections,  as  below.  This  vessel 
sailed  from  London  the  1st  of  December,  and 
from  Portsmouth  the  28ih.  By  the  papers  it 
rppeais  that  the  Congress  at  Vienna  were  en- 
gaged in  arranging  states  and  lerritories,  and 
settling  the  peace  of  Europe  ; and  that  the 
Cemmn sinners  at  Ghent  still  continue  their 
negociations  for  peace  between  England  and 
America  On  this  most  interesting  subject, 
Capt  Orisdale.of  the  '-Vm.and  Alfred,  stal,  d, 
that  petitions  had  been  sent  to  the  P,  ince 
Rcgtnt  from  the  cities  of  Liverpool  and  Glas- 
gow, signed  by  thirty  thousand  persons,  praying 
iiim  to  Conclude  a Peace  with  .America;  and 
that  it  was  I he  general  expectation  that  this 
happy  evert  would  soon  take  place.  C;ipt. 
Nitinils  b arihdtwo  Poitnruese  ve.sscis  w liicli 
left  Lisbon  the  6lb  of  Jaiiuai  y ; and  made  par- 
ticular enqtiii  les  of  them  respecting  the  nego- 
tiations at  Oliciit  and  Vienna  : of  the  former 
lliey  could  give  no  information  r— of  the  latter, 
■hey  state'!  that  the  Congress  cniitimied  their 
sessions,  but  did  not  kiirw  that  any  thing  had 
tr.inspired.

.1^  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I am  agiin 
obliged  to  *announce  the  continuance  of  his 
Majesty’s  lamented  indis|>nHitiiin. 

It  would  have  given  me  great  satisfaction 
to  communic.ate  to  you  the  leriiunation  o*  the 
war  between  tliis  country  and  the  U States  of 
America. 

AlilioiigU  till-  war  originated  in  the  most 
unprovoked  aggression  on  the  part  of  the  gov. 
enimeut  ot  the  L'  States,  and  was  calculatc<i 
to  promote  the  designs  of  the  common  tnemy 
of  Europe,  against  the  rights  and  inUependeiico 
of  all  other  iiatiiiiis,  I never  have  ceased  to  en- 
tertain a sincere  desire  to  bring  it  to.  a conclu- 
sion unjust  and  honorable  terms. 

I am  still  engaged  111  negotiations  for  this 
purpose  ; the  success  of  them  must  however, 
depend  un  my  disp  laiiion  being  met  with  roc- 
rcsponding  sciiliinents  on  the  port  of  the 
enemy. 

Tiie  operations  of  His  Alajesty’s  forces  by 
sea  and  land  in  the  Clics'apeake  in  the  course 
of  the  present  year  have  been  attended  with  the 
most  brilliant  and  -iiccessfiil  result. 

'I'he  flotilla  of  the  enemy  in  the  I’atuxeni 
has  been  destroyed  The  signal  defeat  of  Iheir

1 availed  myself  of  the  earliest  opportunity 
afforded  by  the  state  of  atfairs  in  Europe,  to 
detach  a considerable  military  force  to  the 
river  St.  Lawrence  ; but  its  arrival  could  not 
possibly  tahc  place  till  an  advanced  period  of 
the  campaign. 

Notwithstanding  the  reverse  which  appears 
to  have  taken  place  on  Lake  Champlain,  1 en-

Jackson  to  the  Secretary  oj  li'ar,  dated 

Head  Quarters,! th  Military  District, 
Camp,  4 miles  btlovj  A'  Orleans, 
19th  Janiary,  1815. 

Last  night  at  13  o’clock,  the  enemy 
precipitately  decamped  and  returned  to 
his  boats,  leaving  behind  him  utider 
medical  attendance,  eighty  of  his  wound- 
ed including  two  officers,  14  pieces  of 
his  heavy  artillery,  and  a quantity  of  shot, 
having  destroyed  much  of  his  powder. 
Such  was  the  situation  of  the  ground 
which  he  aoandoued,  and  of  that  through 
which  he  retire  d protected  by  canals, 
revloubts,  entrenchments,  and  swamps 
on  his  right,  and  the  river  on  bis  left, 
that  I could  not  without  encountering  a 
risk,  which  true  policy  did  not  seem  to 
require,  or  to  authorize,  attempt  to  an- 
noy him  much  on  his  retreat.  We  took 
only  eight  prisoners. 

Whether  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  ene- 
my tu  abandon  the  expedition  altogethei. 
or  renew  h's  efforts  at  some  other  point, 

I do  not  pretend  to  determine  with 
positiveiiess.  In  my  own  mind,  liowever. 
there  is  but  little  doubt  that  his  last  ex- 
ertion has  been  made  in  this  quarter,  at 
any  rate  Tor  the  present  season,  and  bv 
the  next  I hope  we  shall  be  fully  prepared 
for  him.  In  this  belief  I am  strengthened 
not  only  by  ihe  prodigious  loss  he  has 
sustained  at  the  position  he  has  just 
quitted,  but  by  the  failure  of  his  fleet  to 
pass  Foil  St.  Philip. 

His  loss  oil  this  ground  since  the  de- 
barkation of  his  troops,  as  staled  by  all 
the  last  prisoners  and  deserters,  and  as 
confirmed  by  many  additional  circiim- 
stancfs,  must  have  exceeded  four  tliou- 
saiid  ; and  was  greater  in  the  action  of 
the  8ih  than  was  estimated,  from  the 
most  correct  data  then  in  liis  possession, 
by  the  Inspector  General,  whose  report 
has  been  forwarded  to  you.  We  suc- 
ceeded, on  the  8th,  in  geitiiig  from  the 
eneniv  about  1000  stand  of  arms  of  vari- 
ous descriptions. 

Since  the  action  of  the  8th,  llic  enemy 
have  been  allowed  very  little  respite — 
my  artillery  from  both  sides  of  the  river 
being  constantly  employed,  till  the  night, 
and  indeed  till  the  hour  of  their  retreat,  in 
annoying  them.
